In order to escape Dingley duties 


the merchants and manufacturers of 
the country are buying largely of 
those articles on which they have 
good reason to think the rates of 
duty will be mo§t largely increaaed. 
Heavy Imports in advauca of any 
immediate need will doubtless con- 
tinue up to the time when the new 
tariff act shall go into effect. Tak- 
ing alarm at this movement to antic- 
ipate the action of congress, and the 
curtailment of revenue which must 
result therefrom, it is said that the 
Bspablican leaders in the senate 
bave agreed to put an additional tax 
on beer as one means of filling the 
expected gap in custom house re- 
ceipts, and that they are seriously 
considering the propriety of taxing 
tea and coffee. 


There would have been no occasion 


for any business perturbation, if, 
when the extra session of congress 
assembled, there had been a simple 
bill prepared to increase the taxes on 
sugar and beer enough to cover any 
probable deficit in the revenues. 
Sugar, tea, coffee and beer were four 
articles fro^n which all needed rev- 
enue might readily have been ob- 
tained. 
A bill ot this character 


might bave been passed in ten days 
—so quickly as to have out off any 
attempt upon the part of importers, 
manufacturers or dealers to antici- 
pate its operations. It would bave 
filled the treasury without creating 
business disquiet, and would have 
given the new administration 
four 


years of undisturbed opportunity in 
which to deal with the pressing ques- 
tion of currency reform. 


The deficit in the treasury was not 


a pressing trouble. The cash on hand 
on March 4 was more than sufficient 
to provide for any difference between 
income and outgo this year and next 
year. The deficit in the pockets of 
gentlemen who have paid liberally 
for Bepubllcan party expenditure and 
the demands of speculators and pro- 
moters who conceive it to be & proper 
function of the government to so lay 
its tax rates as to permit them to de- 
spoil the consumer for their own 
profit have controlled the action of 
the administration and of congress.

Ensilage. 


Ensilage ia made by cutting the corn- 


stalk when tbe ear is still in the milk, 
chopping up stalk, blade, corn aiul cob 
and. packiug the green food iu a vat 
usually about 20 feet deep. After the 
mass has been allowed to ferment for 
from -IS to 00 hoars, depending on die 
warmth of tho weather, the contents of 
the vat is weighted down and fermen- 
tation ceases. The resultant ia food 
treated with lactic acid, the first opera- 
tion in a cow's stomach. A cow feil 
with eusilaRC is spared tho wear auci 
tear on her system of tho first digestive 
processes. A vat of ensilage will keep 
two years and longer. The food when 
taken out of tho vat is as it was wlieu 
the fermentation stopped. Tho ancient 
Romans used ensilage, and its vnlu 
was rediscovered 40 years ngo by Gof 
fard, a Frenchmaa.—Sew York Post.

PRESS AGENTS ABOUND. 
THE FABLED ROC.

Although 
sao.st peopk-* believe that they know 
all about the functions of that of- 
licer. ihe btisinei-s is really much 


than i» generally 


The average man, ^pr-aking 


«f a press agent, has the one who IB 
eonneci«l with a theater iu mind. 
He is the man who sends paragraphs 
to tho theairk-al editors, in which 
he not only gives the advance pro- I 


aimed, hut works in. or endeavors I 


to do bo, all sorts of views about his i 
particular actor or singer or the 
company in which he may be inter- 
ested. With many press agent? \vhc 
act in keeping with the policy of 
their employers ths chief end is to 
keep\the' namo before the public, 
and anything is resorted to, from a 
description of an elaborate gown or 
a stolen diamond to an imaginary 
runaway or an impending divorce 
suit. As a rule, the theatrical press 
agent is a clever man, and to his 
good work the success of many an 
enterprise may be traced. 


Other large advertisers wer« quirk 


to recognize the worth of a press 
agent, and the consequence is that 
newspaper men have found employ- 
ment in that capacity recently in 
lines which are far removed from 
the "sho\v business," but employ 
the same methods. 


One of the first branches of busi- 


ne&s to employ a press agent was 
that of land booming. 
The large 


syndicates which were organized to 
develop certain tracts of land in the 
far west found that, although ad- 
vertising brought them good re- 
turns, they needed something more 
by means of which their scenery and 
climate and country could be made 
popular. The press agent was the 
solution of the problem. The proper 
man was found and departed on his 
mission of education to tho faraway 
places where m^n with bank ac- 
counts were looking for new homes 
in pleasant places, and presently tha 
country newspapers began to bristle 
with descriptions of farm lands ia 
the domain of the press agent, un- 
rivaled for productiveness and home 
sites, which in point of climate and 
scenery were absolutely perfect and 
so desirable that the reader was 
led to believe that every day spent 
away from the places was a day 
thrown away. The land booming 
press agent has come to the east 
and is an important factor in the 
development of new summer resorts 
and residence annexes to large cit- 
ies. 


Another field for his usefulness 


was found by the press agent with 
railroad corporations. 
In one in- 


stance a railroad company had gain- 
ed the ill will of many newspapers, 
and oriticjpm of its methods wa1* a 
daily occurrence The directors cre- 
ated tho place of press agent and in- 
stalled an experienced newspaper 
man, 
with power to luake investiga- 


tions on any subject, and instruc- 
tions to make public such matters 
pertaining iu the rouu as» would 
counteract the previously circulated 
reports. A few months after he as 
sumed control ot the place the press 
agent said that the adverse criticism 
had erased and that the newspapers 
had 1/een won to the road's friend- 
ship.
